killer back to Chicago to 


stand trial. 


J. Edgar Hoover, chief 
of the 


federal bureau of investigation, an- 
nounced Peter Anders, 30. former 
logger, admitted he slew Ross two 
days after $50,000 ransom was paid 
near 
Rockford, 111., Oct. 8. 1937, 


and then shot and killed his con- 
federate, James Atwood Gray. 


Anders 
was traced across the 


country by a trail of ransom bills 
he spent lavishly at race 
tracks. 


Hoover said, and last Friday was 
taken into custody here at 'Santa 
Anita park. 


Agents 
recovered 
$14,40228 of 


the ransom on Anders and at his 
hotel. Hoover said. 


Makes Long Statement 


A 27-page statement -was made 


by the prisoner, but not released 
to the press, before he was started 
eastward last night, either by air- 
plane or train. 


The 
bodies of Ross and Gray 


have not been recovered. Hoover 
said, adding: 


"We are certain the bodies are 


not in the state of Illinois, where 
the 
actual murders took place. 
This fact gave the federal govern- 
ment jurisdiction in the case. 


"Anders 
shot 
the two men 


through the head, but all we can 
say for certain is that the killings 
took place on the 
outskirts,, of 


Rockford. about 100 miles west of 
Chicago, and that the bodies ap- 
parently were hidden somewhere 
over the "Wisconsin line." 


A woman, it was learned, motor- 


ed 
here with Anders from New 


Orleans last week, but investiga- 
tors absolved her of connection 
with the 
Ross abduction. They 


shielded her identity. 


It was Anders' irrepressible urge 


to "play the ponies" that led to his 
capture. He was passing some of

Victor Seline said killed his wife, 
two children, two of his brother's 
children and then ended his own 
life, on their stock farm near Pepin 
last night, was found by the sheriff 
today. 


In a hospital at Lake City, Minn., 


were Mr. and Mrs. Marvin LeFlay, 
gravely wounded. 


The dead were Mr. and Mrs. Law- 


rence LeFlay, aged about 37; their 
two children. Virgie. 8. and Beulah. 
7; and two children of Mr. and Mrs. 
Marvin Leflay—Phyllis. 8. and Vir- 
gil. 5. 


Sheriff Seline would not confirm 


nor deny a report that Lawrence's 
note discussed a plan to wipe out 
both families as a means to end a 
bitter feud between the brothers— 
Lawrence and Marvin—which be- 
gan last March when a barn on their 
farm burned. 


Seline said he would not reveal 


the contents of the note until after 
the funerals. Pepin county officials 
have decided that no inquest will be 
necessary. 


Planned Killings 


The sheriff revealed that Law- 


rence also had connected a hose 
from an automobile exhaust pipe to 
a bedroom in his home—the room 
in which the six bodies were found, 
evidently in a plan to asphyxiate the 
family. 


One of the children was shot six 


times, the others two to four times. 
Seline said both a rifle and pistol of 
.25 caliber had been used. All of the

Executed for Murder 


Boston—«>-Frank and Anthony 


Di Stasio, father and son, died in the 
electric chair at state prison early 
today for the "torch

The arrest of the former Revere

flames. 


Some had scattered to homes for

through 
windows and 


down crowded fire escapes. 


The fire's origin was not known. 


Apparently it had been burning at 
least 30 minutes when a passerby 
saw the flames. 


The occupants were warned im- 


mediately and an alarm spread in 
the town, about 35 miles east of 
Montreal. Deep snow handicapped 
fire 
trucks and ambulances in 


reaching the scene. 


Townsfolk Give Aid 


As the thinly-clad students and 


teachers streamed from the burning 
building, firemen 
and 
townsfolk 


gave what aid they could. Many 
lent overcoats and blankets to the 
shivering victims. 


The flames swept quickly through 


the wooden interior of the institu- 
tion and blazed high through the 
roof, which collapsed and weakened 
the dormitory floor. 


No survivor was able to say 


whether anyone was trapped on the 
dormitory floor when the roof cav- 
ed in, shooting sparks and burning 
timbers across the grounds. 


Successively one floor after an- 


other, from the top down, followed 
the roof in collapse. 


A few hours after the fire's dis- 


covery, the roof and four floors 
were but a heap of burning wreck- 
age on the basement floor.

Don Anderson, based their report 
on a study of the cropping practices 
on several hundred Wisconsin farms 
in four counties. Brown, Dodge. 
Marathon and Barron. 


The study points out that the 


AAA first set out to boost farm in 
comes by restricting production so 
as to increase prices, paying bene< 
fits for land taken out of produc 
tion. Later it changed its announced 
objective to soil conservation, anc 
began making payments for divert- 
ing land from so-called "soil de- 
pleting" to "soil conservi-R" crops. 


Mitchell and Anderson found tha 


before the present program weni 
into effect, some farmers had no 
land at all devoted to crops later 
recognized 
as "soil 
conserving' 


However, some farms had as much 
as two thirds of their acreage in 
such crops. 


Ulake Abrupt Change 


Later, when the AAA began to 


make payments for increasing the 
land in "soil 
conserving" 
crops, 


those farms which previously had 
little of these crops began growing 
a considerable amount of 
them. 


For example, a group of farmers 
average only 2} per cent of their 
crop land in "soil conserving" crops 
the preceding year promptly in- 
creased the average percentage to 
more than 23. 


But there was no comparable in- 


crease on the farms which

East cashed three rounds, then shift- 
ed to his top spade. Declarer duck- 
ed and the queen won. The ace 
and another spade were returned. 
East ruffing. 
East now cashed his 


ace and king of clubs, and then, led 
a fourth round of diamonds. De- 
clarer, having bid absurdly, now 
proceeded to lose an extra trick in 
the play. Instead of ruffing with a 
high honor, he put in the ten spot. 
West overruffed with the jack and 
exited with a club. Declarer ruffed 
and led the heart king. But this he 
was graciously permitted to hold, 
and West then had to make his ace 
and nine of trumps for the last two 
tricks. 


The final reckoning was that de- 


clarer, by having been forced to 
legalize his insufficient bid. lost 1,- 
300 points instead of 1,100. Another 
200 of this total could be attributed 
to his bad play, bringing the total 
to 900. Considering that East-West 
could make a slam, this 900 point 
penalty would not bc so bad, but I 
seriously doubt that South, in mak- 
ing his heart overcall. felt that he 
was defending against a slam. It 
was, as he himself explained later, 
a case of having been carried away 
jy the suspicion that West, who of- 
ten indulged in psychics, was "puli- 
ng something funny" on this occa- 
sion.
